| you ſome account of the Sun, as being the foun | 


tain of light, heat, warmth, &c. to all the inhabitants 
of this terraqueous globe, and therefore I ſhall in this 
endeavour to explain ſome of the principal phenomena 
of the Moon, and likewiſe ſhew what influence that 
planet has over the various diſeaſes peculiarly incident 
to the human body, deduced from the well atteſted 
obſervations of ancient and modern Philoſophers, Phy- 
ſicians, and the writings of other learned and eminent 
men.

The periods of epileptic diſeaſes are, according to 
Galen, governed by the Moon, inſomuch that the hts 
in that diſorder, do conſtantly return with the new 
and full Moons ; for. this reaſon, thoſe who were af- 
feed, the Latins termed Lunatici. Bartholin relates 
a ſtory of a young woman, who had apparent ſpots in 
her face, which, according to the time of the Moon, 
varied both their colour and magnitude. Baglivi tells 
us; he was acquainted with a learned young man at 
Rome, who laboured under a fiſtula in the abdomen, 
penetrating to the colon, which diſcharged ſo plenti- 
folly in the inezeaſe, and ſo fparingly in the decreaſe 
of the Moon, that the patient could make a true judg- 
ment of the periods and quadratuyes of that planet, 
from the different quantities of the matter at thoſe 
times diſcharged. Niphritic paroxyſms are alſo ob- 
ſerved to obeys the lunar aitraQtion: Tulpius relates 
the caſe of an Engliſh, miniſter at Amſterdam, one Mr.

ASTROLOGICAL ORSERVATIONS. 


OF THE WINTER QUARTER. 


HE Brumal, or Winter Quarter, takes it's begin- 

ning aitronomically, on "Thurſday, December the 

20th day, (1781) 2 h. zo min. or on Friday the 21ſt, at 
30 min paſt ꝙ o*c!ock, ante merid. at which time the Sun 
enters the firſt point of the tropical and ſolſtitial fign C3: 
3 | pricoin 
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pricorn, having his greateſt ſouth declination from. the 
equator, making the ſhorteſt day and longeſt . in our 
hemiſphere. Thus having obtained the place of the Sun, 
that primum mobile of the creation, and King of the 
planets, I now come to inſpect into the poſture of Heaven, 
and how his ſervants, the planets, are fituated at this in- 
greſs. At which time 1 find 24 degrees of Scorpio culmi- 
nating, and 19 degrees of Capricorn aſcending, in our 
horizon; Mars, Venus, and the Moon, under the earth, 
in the ſecond houſe, alſo the Dragon's Head in the ſame. 
Saturn, Jupiter, and Mercury, in the twelfth houſe, in 
the celeſtial Archer. Jupiter is juſt ſeparated from a 
ſextile of Venus, and haſtening to a conjunction with 
Mercury, ſhe is alſo applying to a ſextile with Saturn, 
and Saturn and Mars will ſoon be in quartile aſpect; here 
is work for veri filii artis. Indeed, if we conſider theſe 
poſitions in a general way, it will afford matter enough to 
comment upon for this Winter Quarter, and, to be plain, 
they are of a quarelous tendency; Saturn and Mars will 
be plotting all manner of miſchief, ſuch as treaſons, falſe 
rebellion, mutinies, falſhood, perjury, violations, and 
breach of leagues, duelling, &c. in thoſe countries ſigni- 
fied thereby, Heavy rains, floods, high winds, and great 
loſſes at ſea, in this and the next month; many great and 
wiſe councils convened, but by the influence of mercurial 
perſons, will prove, I fear, abortive, or incompetent ; 
but I ſhall ſay little to this matter, for if ſly villains are 
working their own deſtruction, let them be rewarded ac- 
cording to their demerits. 

Saturn, lord of the aſcendant, and in the 12th houſe, 
all the countries ſignified as follows, will feel the effects 
more or leſs, viz. Greece, Muſcovia, Macedonia, the 
Eaft and Weſt Indies; and the diſeaſes in this quarter will 
be jaundice, gout, hemorrhoides, gravel, ſtone, abor- 
tions, &c. | | 

An eminent prelate will be greatly vilified and abuſed 
by artful, ſubtil, and acute knaves. 

And a great miniſter of {tate will alſo be in the ſame 
predicament, how jubly is not for me to ſay.

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creation, as you may read in Haly, Bonatus, Cardan, 
Ptolomy, and others. This year it happeos on Tueſday 
the 19th day of March, at 23 h. 10 min, according to 
the aſtronomical day; but, according to the vulgar day, 
on Wedneſday, at 10 min. paſt 11 o'clock in the forenoon. 
At this ingreſs 17 degrees of Cancer aſcends the eaſt angle, 
2nd the cœleſtial fiſhes are upon the medium cœli, the 
Sun, Mars, and Venus areall poſited in the eleventh houſe, 
in the Ram; Mercury ſcated in the tenth in Piſces, Saturn 
in the weſt angle in the Goat, and the Moon in Gemini 
in the twelfth, only Jupiter under the Earth in the ſixth. 

Thus are we given to underſtand, how the heavenly 
bodies are poſited at the time of this principal ingreſs, and 
how they are gently inclining the mind and diſpoſition of 
moſt people to peace, love, and unity, but the commona- 
lity have much inclination to grumbling and diſcontent, 
and ſet their faces againſt their governors, they know beſt 
wich what reaſon. Though Mars ſeems io promote war, 
Saturn and Jupiter dictate wife, prudent, and prevailing 
maxims of peace and accommodation, 

Nihil turpius quam cum familiari bellum gerere. 

If the Almighty has not determined to execute venge- 
ance and calamities againſt many nations and people, for 
the ſins of their rulers and ſubjects, we have great hopes 
that the effuſion of blood will ceaſe, as ſome of the pla- 
nets are angular, and incline thereto; though Mars and 
Mercury are ſtrongly abetting the coatrary.

HICH will happen on Friday the 12th of April, 
in the evening, :n 23 degrees of Aries, and falls in 
the ſeventh houſe; Venus, the chief ruler, being ia the 
fixtn houſe, and but juſt ſeparated from a conjunction of 
Mercury, denotes great plotting, quick and crafty actions 
on the ſtage of the world, much ſubtilty, deceit, and 
faiſhiod amongſt the ſemale ſex of high rank; a'fo diſ- 
grace, troubles, and death to fome ladies of diſtinction. 
The miſerable ſituation or death of a Prince threatened;

H iS quarter commenceth at the very moment when 


the Sun apparently toucheth the firſt ſcruple of the 
| tropical 
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tropical ſign Cancer, making the days longeſt, and nights 
ſhorteſt to all the northern inhabitants. | T; 

The time of this ingreſs falls this year on Friday the 
21ſt day of June, at 20 minutes paſt ꝙ o'clock in the 
morning, at which time, in the latitude of London, 24 
degrees of Taurus culminates, and 3 degrees of Virgo is 
on the cuſp of the aſcendant; Saturn 1s lurking in the 
fourth houſe, and Jupiter retrograde in the ſame, the Sun, 
Mars, and Mercury in the eleventh, and Venus in her 
own ſign, in the tenth houſe. Thus are the planets ſitu- 
ated at this ingreſs. 'The angles are part moveable and 
part fixed. Four of the planets are angular, and Capri- 
corn, the fignificator of America, is on the cuſp of the 
fifth houſe, and the Moon, repreſentative of the common 
people, debilitated in the fourth houſe, ſhews much mur- 
muring, poverty, and multitudes of diſtreſs among them. 
Jupiter, ſignificator of their clergy, retrogade in the ſame 
houſe, plainly demonſtrates, that they announce ſuch doc- 
trines as are repugnant to ſound religion and good policy; 
and itimulate their counſellors and law makers to war and 
oppreſſions of every kind. But to counter-act this, we 
mu{ here obſerve, that Mercury is lord of the aſcendant, 
in company with Mars, and the Sun in the eleventh, in 
Cancer, whereby I judge many que ions will be agitated, 
relative both to peace and war, and ſo divided are their 
councils, that what they reſolve one day they are ready to 
reſcind the next, What che event will be we muſt leave 
to the Almighty's diſpenſation, Upon the whole, the 
planers portend a fruitful and healthy Summer, and that 
matters of the higheſt concern are now Carrying on in dif- 
ferent parts of the globe.

The tranſic will end at London about 15 min, beſole 
the Sun ſets. 
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At the time I was juſt finiſhing this Almanack, a new 
Comet, or Planet, hath made it's appearance in the ſign 
Taurus, it's right aſcenſion, about 84 degrees, and it's 
declination 23 degrees North; it is traveling towards,it's 
perihelion. Cometes, a Comet, or blazing Star, is from 
the Greek, as alſo Kome, hair, becauſe molt Comets ſeem 
to have hairs; there are various opinions concerning the 
matter they conſiſt of, the vulgar opinion is that they are 
earthy vapours, having groſs parts ſtrongly compaRed, and 
being attracted above the orb of the Moon, are ſet on fire, 
and continue burning till the matter being conſumed they 
diſappear. They are generally thought to be forerunners 
of divine vengeance, in ſword, plague, famine, or ſome 
lamentable calamity, | 

Ariftotle defined Comets to be an exhalation hot and 
dry, of a gro(s fat matter, compact like a lump of pitch, 
which being carried into the higher regions of the air, was 
fet oa fire by the exceſſive heat of the place, which occa- 
foned it to appear like a ſtar with a long tail, and ſo 
burneth till it's ſubſtance is conſumed, 

But our modern Aſtronomers, from diligent and exac 
obſervations, have more certainly diſcovered that Comets 
are not Meteors as above defined, but real heavenly bo- 
dies, or planets, which revolye about tie Sun as the other 
planets do, but in orbs vaſtly more elliptical. | 

It is very remarkable that Comets, whilit they were only 
thought to be mere Meteors, yet were almoſt univerſally 
allowed by hiſtorians and philoſophers, greatly to affect 
and influence mundane affairs; though it were ſcarcely 
rational to think, that a mere Meteor only, a temporary 
and anomalous appearance, ſhould have ſuch conſtant and 
umverſal effeds as have been obſerved to attend Comets. 

But however irrational it might appear, to aſcribe ſuck 
certain effects to ſuch light tranſient cauſes, yet it was a 
truth too confpicuons to be neglected by obſerving men, 
and too certain to be denied. 

And ſince Comets are now known to be cœleſtial bodies, 
that have their pe. ĩods and returns as certainly as any other 
planets have, the abſurdity of their cauſing ſuch certain 
and conſtan: effedts, as have been aſcribed to chem, * 
niſhes 
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niſhes, and their influence is become as demonſtrable ay 
are the influences of the Sun, Moon, or of the other planets, 
This Comet made it's appearance in the Bull, and when 
I firſt heard of it there was the lady of that ſign in Aqua- 
nies, and applying to a ſextile of Mars in Sagitary; from 
theſe, and other diſpoſitions of the heavenly bodies, we 
may infer that Ruſſia, Polonia, Swedeland, and Perfia will 
feel ſome of the ill effects of it, and probably by war, fa. 
mine, and the like; the Turk ſeems greatly inclined to 
war, and the Dutch very unſucceſsful at ſea. | 

. Prolemy ſays, Ob/ervandz et crinite ſeu in deliguiis, Oc. 
In the conſideration of general events, we ought to obſerve 
the firſt appearance of Comets, and whether they appear 
at the time of an eclipſe, or at other times, and that they 
produce effects like Mars and Mercury, as wars, hot ſea- 
ſons, ſtrifes, and turbulent motions; and the places threat- 
ened with effects, are thoſe ſubject to the ſign in which 
they make their firſt appearance, and to which their rays 
tend. 

Prolemy alſo directs three particulars, as proper to be 
conſideted, in giving judgment on Comets: 1ft. viz. The 
place, time, and quality of their effects. The places ſig 
nifed by this are Ruſſia, Poland, Sweden, Franconia, Sar 
din}, Flanders, England, Arminia, Egypt, and ſome others 

zdiy. The time when theſe events ſhall happen is to be 
known from the Comet's poſition with reſpect to the Sun 
for oriental Comets ſooneit ſhew their effects, and when 
occidental then more ſlowly ; but this Comet appeared 
occidental, therefore it's effects will be more flow, but yet 
as certain alſo, | 

3941y. For the quality and nature of this Comet's ef- 
fects we are directed to have a principal regard ta the qua- 
liry of the fgn in which it made it's firſt appearance, and 
this, as I before obſerved, was in the fign Taurus, and 
therefore it ſhews the following diſeaſes will reign this 
Winter, ſuch as all infirmities of the neck and throat, 
wens, quinzies, ulcers, and all ſorts of defluxions of rieum, 
falling into the neck ard throat. It ſtirs up oppreſſion,
